Your RadioShack Plug ’n Power® Keychain Remote Control Switch is 
a valuable accessory for your Wireless Remote Control System. With 
this remote and transceiver, you can turn on or off electronic devices 
connected to Plug ’n Power modules, and brighten or dim lamps 
connected to lamp modules (not supplied) from any location in your 
home. 


This remote control system is compatible with other Plug ’n Power 
systems and controllers, all available from your local RadioShack 
store. 


FCC STATEMENT

SETTING/CHANGING THE HOUSE CODE 


You must set two modules controlled by your keychain remote to the 
same house code. There are 16 codes to choose from (A – P). On the 
remote, the house code is preset to A, unit code 1 (for the top On/Off 
buttons) is preset to 1, and unit code 2 (for the bottom On/Off buttons) 
is preset to 2. The transceiver’s unit code is permanently set to 1. 


For the Remote 


1. Press and hold On1. The red indicator blinks rapidly, then blinks 
the current house code setting. For example, the indicator blinks 
once for house code A, twice for house code B. 


2. Release On1. 


3. Press On1 the correct number of times for the house code you 
want to set (1 for A, 3 for C, and so on up to 16 for P). The 
indicator blinks each time you press On1. Hold down On1 the last 
time you press it, until the indicator blinks the new setting. 


Notes: 


• If you do not follow the programming sequence, the indicator 
lights briefly, but the existing setting is unchanged. 


• If you do not set the codes within 3 seconds, the indicator lights 
once and the remote automatically exits the programming mode. 


For the Transceiver 


To set or change the house code for the transceiver, use a small 
screwdriver to set the house code dial on the front of the transceiver to 
a letter from A to P. The transceiver and remote house codes must 
match.

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SETTING/CHANGING UNIT CODES 


For the Remote 


You only need to set/change unit code 1 (for the top On/Off buttons). 
Unit code 2 (for the bottom On/Off buttons) is always one number 
higher than unit code 1. For example, if you set unit code 1 to 5, unit 
code 2 is automatically set to 6. 


1. Hold down the top Off. The indicator blinks rapidly, then blinks the 
current unit code setting (for example: once for unit code 1, twice 
for unit code 2, and 3 times for unit code 3). 


2. Release Off. 


3. Press the top Off the correct number of times for the unit code you 
want to set (from once to 16 times). The indicator blinks each time 
you press Off. Hold down Off the last time you press it, until the 
indicator blinks the new unit code. 


Notes: 


• If you do not follow this programming sequence, the indicator 
lights briefly, but the existing setting is unchanged. 


• If you do not set the codes within 3 seconds, the indicator lights 
once and the remote automatically exits the programming mode. 


For Lamp/Appliance Modules 


Follow the instructions that accompany each optional lamp/appliance 
module to set or change the unit code for those modules so they 
correspond to the same number setting on the remote. 


USING THE KEYCHAIN REMOTE 


1. Plug a lamp or appliance into the AC outlet on the bottom of the 
transceiver, plug the transceiver into a standard AC outlet, and 
fully extend the receiver’s antenna. If you want to install additional 
modules (sold separately), follow the instructions included with 
them. 


2. Press the On/Off buttons on the remote that have been set to the 
corresponding unit code to turn on or off the items connected to 
Plug ’n Power modules. Or, press ON/OFF on the transceiver to 
directly control the lamp or appliance connected to it. 


3. To brighten or dim the lamp module or Wall Switch module, press 
the On button that corresponds to the module’s unit code, then 
repeatedly press or hold down !ýor ¸ on the remote. 


REPLACING THE REMOTE’S BATTERY 


Your remote comes with one 3V CR2025 battery installed for power. 
When a lamp or appliance does not reliably respond to the remote’s 
command, replace the battery. For the best performance and longest 
life, we recommend a RadioShack battery. 


Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the required size and 
recommended type. 


1. Use a flat bladed screwdriver to gently pry the two halves of the 
remote apart. 


2. Remove the battery from the battery holder and insert a new one 
with its positive (+) side up. 


3. Replace the cover and snap it closed. 


Warnings: 


• Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 


• Keep button-cell batteries away from children. Swallowing a 
button-cell battery can be fatal. 


Caution: If you do not plan to use the remote for several weeks or 
longer, remove the battery. Batteries can leak chemicals that can 
destroy electrical parts. 


CARE 


Keep the remote and transceiver dry; if they get wet, wipe them dry 
immediately. Use and store the remote and transceiver only in normal 
temperature environments. Handle the remote and transceiver 
carefully; do not drop them. Keep the remote and transceiver away 
from dust and dirt, and wipe them with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep them looking new. 


Modifying or tampering with the remote or transceiver’s internal 
components can cause a malfunction and might invalidate the 
warranty and void your FCC authorization to operate it. If your 
keychain remote is not performing as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.
